PETITION 



UNDER 37 CFR 1T81 



This decision is in response to applicant's "Response To Notice To Comply With 
Sequence Requirements," filed on 24 January 2008. 

BACKGROUND 

On 09 December 2005, applicant filed international application PCT/DK2004/000400. A 
copy of the international application was communicated to the United States Patent and 
Trademark Office (USPTO) from the International Bureau on 1 0 June 2004. The deadline for 
entry into the national stage in the United States was thirty months from the priority date, 1 1 
December 2005. 

On 09 December 2005, applicants filed a transmittal letter for entry into the national 
phase in the United States, accompanied by the basic national fee and a declaration of the 
inventors. 

On 09 March 2006, the Office mailed Notification to Comply With Requirements For 
Patent Applications Containing Nucleotide And/Or Amino Acid Sequence Disclosures 
(PCT/DO/EO/922). 

On 08 May 2006, applicants supplied a new sequence listing. 

On 18 January 2008, the Office mailed a Notification of Abandonment (Form 
PCT/DO/EO/909) indicating that the application went abandoned for failure to timely reply to 
the Notification mailed 09 March 2006. 

On 24 January 2008, applicants filed this petition to withdraw the holding of 
abandonment.

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On 14 March 2008, the Office mailed a Notification of Acceptance indicating that the 
application had a 35 USC 371(c)(1), (c)(2) and (c)(4) date of 09 December 2005 and a 
Withdrawal of the Notification of Abandonment mailed 18 January 2008. 

DISCUSSION 

The petition to withdraw the holding of abandonment is moot. The Notification of 
Abandonment mailed 18 January 2008, issued in error and has been withdrawn. 

CONCLUSION 

For the reasons set forth above, the petition under 37 CFR 1 . 1 81 is DISMISSED AS 
MOOT . 

The Notification of Acceptance (Form PCT/DO/EO/903) mailed 14 March 2008 is
